An Impetaa-Gravlty l ’robl*-m . 
An impetus-gravity problem which 
has not yet been solved is now vex­ 
ing tho theorists and cannot well be 
earned to the point of experiment. 
The proposition is this: A train is 
traveling at the rate of 60 miles an 
hour, and on the rear platform is a 
cannon pointing directly away from 
the direction of the train. 
This can­ 
non fires a ball at the rate of 60 miles 
an hour. If the train is going at a 
specified speed and the ball is fired in 
the opposite direction, what will be­ 
come of it? Will the speed of the 
train and the speed of the ball com­ 
pensate and the ball drop to the 
ground as if dropped from a solid 
stationary platform, or what will be­ 
come of it? This paradox has only 
been theoretically demonstrated.—

H e walked into the de­ 
tective bureau of Janies A. McDevitt 
yesterday afternoon asking for fusl. The 
detective took him in a coffee house and 
had something p rep ared for him to eat. 
Meantime he questioned him and learned 
enough to fix his identity. 
He started 
toward the station house with his man 
and on the way met 
Detective Ne« l 
Weedou and George Boyd, in whose 
hands ha p laced him. 
It will bo remem­ 
bered that a letter from this man to Sen­ 
ator Mills a few « lays ago caused the 
senator’s son, Charles H. Mills, to secure 
leavs from the authorities to go armed 
for tho p rotection of bis father. 
This 
was the cause of bringing the man’s acts 
mors p rominently before the p ublic. 
For 
•everal minths p ast he has been writing 
•imiiar letters to a number of p romi­ 
nent p ublic men, among whom were Vice 
President Stevenson, Senator 
Gorman, 
Senator Mills, Senator Sherman, an« l, as 
the man himself claims, President Cleve­ 
land and Secretary of W ar Lam oet. 
As 
long ago as during the fight over the 
silver questicn in the senate. Vice Presi­ 
dent Stevenson received letters almowt 
daily from Donjon, who was then in 
Newark, X. J. 
No attention was p aid 
to fhern and they were consigned to the 
wc*« e basket. The vice p resident yester­ 
day received one which was date« ! from 
404 Leigh str« *et, this city. 
A number 
of rep ort« *rs were at the first p reeim t 
station to see the man, and he talked very 
f eely to all of them. 
Donjon is an 
Austrian by birth and lays stress up on 
the ossertion that he is u Catholic and 
l» roftsj*es a degree of p iety. 
W ith eiu- 
biderable emp hasis be denied that h<* is 
an anarchist or socialist, or ever attended 
tiry meetings of those bodies, but con­ 
tends that he was p revented from se­ 
curing emp loyment be« “ause he was not a 
n« emlK*r of th« » Knights of I.<abor or any 
other labor union. 
As to the letters that 
he has been writing he claims that he 
was inrited to write them by other p eop le, 
receiving $ 100 for doing it. 
A*k« » « i as to 
the character of the p errons that *Ud 
tnls. he distdaimed that they were an- 
archbts, or that they fo» me« l any asso- 
cietion. 
They w* re merely p rivate p er­ 
uana. 
H e also denied that there were 
any threats in the letters he had written 
or any references w hatever to dynamite. 
“I cover uaw dynamite, and would not 
know it if I saw it,” he said.

inquire« !, “ W hat right have you to write

mor* prominently before the public. For 
Several nu ii tbs past he has been writing 
similar letters to a number of promi­ 
nent public men, among whom w*ere Vice 
President Stevenson, Senator 
Gorman, 
Senator Mills, Senator Sherman, and, as 
the man himself claims, President Cleve­ 
land and Secretary of War Lamont. 
As 
long ago as during the fight over the 
•fiver questic o in the senate. Vice Presi­ 
dent Stevenson received letters almost 
daily from Donjon, who was then in 
Newark, N. J. 
No attention wa* paid 
to them and they were consigned to the

t basket. The vice president yester­ 
day received one which was dated from 
404 Leigh street, this city.

of reporters were at the first precinct 
station to see the man, and he talked very 
freely to all of them. 
Donjon is an 
Austrian by birth and lay* stress upon 
the ossertion that he is a Catholic anil 
professes a degree of piety. 
With rin- 
biderable emphasis be denied that he is 
an anarchist or socialist, or ever attended 
ary meetings of those bodies, but con­ 
tends that he was prevented from se­ 
curing employment >ecause he was not a 
member of the Knights of I>abor or any 
other labor union. 
As to the letters that 
he has been writing he claims that be 
seas incited to write them by other people, 
receiving $100 for doing it. Asked as to 
the character of the persons that did 
tai*, lie disclaimed that they were an- 
axchifcts, or that they fam ed any asso­ 
ciation. 
They w« re merely private per­ 
sons. 
He aI*»o dented that there were 
any threats in the letters he had written 
or any references whatever to dynamite. 
“I never saw dynamite, and would not 
knowr it if I saw it,” he said.

promised to reform. Armstrong returned 
about two weeks ago from North Dakota, 
where he had been spending the summer.

Both had b*eu drinking heavily of 
late*, and the woman had been oa e spree 
ice re or less all the time for the past two 
months.

the statement that be had threatened her 
fife on a number of occasions. The hus­ 
band had heretofore borne a fairly good 
reputation.

They Will Strike. 
Milwaukee, Dec. 27.—A conflict is oui 
between the receivers of the Northern 
Pacific railroad and its employes, includ­ 
ing all the engineers, conductors, firemen, 
trainmen, switchmen and so on. The new 
schedule of wag*?s, adopted by the receiv­ 
ers which implies a cut of 5 to IO per 
cent in tho employes’ pf.}’, was rejected 
by the employes’ representative I at a 
conference held in St. Paul with General 
Mi i ager Kendrick yesterday, and the 
prospects are that on Jan. I, when the 
new schedule is to go into effect, 3,500 
men, employed all along the road, will 
quit work. 
This outcome of the contro­ 
versy was foreseen by the receivers, for 
as early as Dec. 19 they applied for and 
obtained from Judge 
Jenkins, of tho 
United States court of this city, an order 
authorizing and directing them to put 
into operation the new schedule of wages 
pad restraining the employes and their 
urn is from “ctmbining and conspiring 
to quit with or without notice the advice 
of the road with the object of crippling 
or embarrasiing its operation, and gener­ 
ally from interfering with the officers sud 
agents of the receivers or their employes 
in any manner by actual violence, intim­ 
idation, threats or otherwise.” This in* 
juwain was held back until to-day, th* 
re<fliers having expected to arrive at na 
amicable agreement 
When they found 
such an agreement impossible they tele- 
gri pbed to their agents and attorneys all 
ak ng the line to have the injunction 
ut wed by the U nied States marshals on 
proper men, aad to make the injunction 
g* i (.rally known. The order of the court 
! restraining the Northern Pacific employes 
from “combining and conspiring to quit 
be service of the road” is an extraordin­ 
ary document.

Sp eed of E lectricity. 
M. Blondlot has K en t‘xp erimcnting 
in an interesting line of electrics. He 
describes some exp eriments which he 
undertook to determine the rap idity of 
p rop agation of an electric disturbance 
along a cop p er wire by means of a 
method indep endent of theory. W ith 
lines of unequal length he found that 
the results were so nearly alike as to 
show that the p rop agation movement 
is tolerably uniform. In two lines, of 
! 1115 and 1973 yards resp ectively, he 
! discovered sp eeds of 183 1-2 and 184 
8 4 miles p er second. Unfortunately, 
M. Blondlot’s method of arriving at 
these results Is not given, but it is in­ 
teresting to know that they corresp ond 
p erfectly with those he had p reviously 
obtained by another method. It is al­ 
so stated that these exp eriments have 
the advantage of K ing Indep endent 
not only of theory, but also even of the 
existauce of electromaguetie oscilli* 
tlous and uudulations.

'It describes In detail,” says a review ­ 
er, the luxury w ith which Napoleon 
surrounded his first extravagant wife— 
who, even afte r th** divorce, could not 
et along on SOO,HOO francs a year— 
and his s**cond modest one arni his m an­ 
ner of living. 
In reality Napoleon was 
not extravagant, so far as his ow n per­ 
son w as con veined. W hen h** had him ­ 
self crow ned as em peror 7«>,000 francs 
a year w ere set aside for his wardrolK*, 
but he never spent m ore than 20,000 
francs for th at jiurpose. 
The price of 
his uniform s varied betw een 200 and 
240 francs, am i be w ore them as long 
as possible, not considering beneath his 
dignity to w ear m ended clothes. 
In 
rainy and co’.d w eather he w rapped 
him self In a simjile gray m antle, for 
w hich his tailor charged him IOO francs. 
As Is well known, Napoleon preferred 
generally small, homely h a's, for which 
he paid 48 francs each. 
For the court perfum es, however, the 
em peror w as a good custom er. 
H e used Incredible quantities of eau 
de cologne, as he considered it not only 
refreshing, but wholesome, and washed 
his body In it every morning. Betw een 
June and SeptemlH*r. I nk’., lie used no 
few er than 162 bottles of eau de co- j 
logne, paying 423 francs for them . 
He : 
was also exceedingly fond of the smell 
of the aloe. In 1808 he gave 720 francs ; 
for IO ounces of al<>e. 
Costly soap, 
four and five francs a cake, he also 
tis.sl. 
H e w as also a good custom er of 
the glovemakers. 
In I HOH he had 48 
pairs m ade of deerskin aud 24 pairs of 
goatskin. 
How long these lasted is not 
told, but there were many sim ilar pure 
chases.

The Russian Thistle flan Oalnetl a 
Foothold In the Dakotas. 
The departm ent of agriculture has 
given w arning of the arrival of another 
foreign p est Tho Russian thistle has 
invaded the D akotas and canoed $4,- 
000,(XX) dam ages to the farm ers of those 
new’ states. This so-called thistle, says 
the W orcester Spy, is a speci«*s of sa lt­ 
w ort, 
a near relative 
of the tum ble 
wee*!. Seventeen years ago some seeds 
of it brought from Russia in a package 
of flaxseed were sown in the vicinity of 
Scotland, 
S. D. From 
th ere it has 
spread 
in all directions until it has 
covered 30,OOO square miles in the tw o 
D akotas, aud has entered M innesota, 
W isconsin, Iow a and Nebraska. W here 
once it obtains a foothold ii tak**s com­ 
plete possession. T he rigid, bulky plants 
often Atake plow ing impossible. T rains 
have l*een stopped by it and prairie 
fires have been carried long distances 
by it. 
The secretary of agriculture has sent 
the assistant botanist of the departm ent 
to investigate the dam ages done by it 
during the current year to the crops of 
the northw estern states. The people of 
these states are alarm ed a t the rapid 
advances of this foreign invader. They 
will ask congress to appropriate $2,000.- 
000 to enable the departm ent of agri­ 
culture to employ vigorous m easures 
fo r the extinction of the pest. Unless 
this is done, they fe a r it w ill take pos­ 
session of all the arable land w est of 
the Mississippi all the w’ay to the gulf. 
in th a t case it will be worse than the 
pleuro-pneum onia am ong cattle, 
and 
will requiro quite as heroic treatm ent 
to extirpate it as did th a t disease

How th** Day I* Celebrated ThrooBb- 
ont the World. 
T he custom of celebrating the first 
day of the year by religious observ­ 
ances, as well as festal rejoicings, long 
prevailed am ong most of the ancient 
nations. The Jews, tile Egyptians, the 
Chinese, the Rom ans and the M oham­ 
medans. although differing as to the 
tim e from which they reckoned the be­ 
ginning of th** year, all regard It as a 
day of especial interest. 
The early ta there—Chry soatom, Am­ 
brose, A ugustine ami others—in repro­ 
bation of the immoral ami suoerstitlom 
ristervauce of the pagan festiv al pro­ 
hibited for C hristian ase all festive cel- 
brations, and directed th a t the Chris­ 
tian year should, on the first day, be 
>poned with jirayer, fasting and hum ili­ 
ation. The m andate, however, was but 
partially observed. The festal charac- 
••r of the day, generally speaking, was 
partinaciously preserved, hut the day 
was als** observed as a day of prayer. 
\m l this character was m ore readily 
ittached to it when the year I**gan 
January I. as it wa* the eighth a fte r 
tin* nativity of our Lord and held as 
om m em orative of his circumcision. 
The Feast of the Circumcision was 
alh**! tile octave of C hristm as as early 
487 A. IX, am i was instituted by 
Ti tis tia us to com m em orate the cere­ 
mony of the Jew ish law to w hich Christ 
ubm itted. In the sixth century we 
find it becam e a Bole nm festival, the 
Council of Tours, in TMX*, ordering that 
the chant of Litanies on the first of 
January should lie in lieu of the im ­ 
moral 
su jsrstitio n s 
of 
the 
Pagans. 
From this date religious services have. 
mort* or less, form ed a part of the day’s 
observance. 
About m idnight in England and ese- 
w here the bells were solemnly tolled as 
th J old y ea r was departing, then rang 
out still more Joy oms peals as the New’ 
W a r was ushered in. Christians, es- I 
labially the followers of Wesley, have 
long held "m idnight w atch m eetings.” 
at which, besides prayer and praise, 
they review the deeds of the past and 
form new resolutions for the incoming 
year. 
In the tim e of Numa Fom pilius this 
day w as dedicated to Janus, the double- j 
faced deity, who faced the future w’hile i 
he looked back upon the past. The 
Rom ans offered him a cake of sifted 
meal with incense, salt and wine. The 
H indus call the first day of the year 
" he day of the Lord of C reation.” It 
Us sacred to the God of Wisdom, to 
whom they sacrifice m ale kids and wild 
deer, while they also celebrate the fes­ 
tival w ith illum inations aud general re- i 
joieings. 
The Chinese began the New Year 
a!*»ut the vernal equinox, and the fes­ 
tival observed on the occasion is one of 
tile most splendid of their religious fes­ 
tivities. All the people, iuelutling the 
em peror, mingle in free and uncon­ 
strained 
intercourse, 
and 
unite 
in I 
thanksgiving for mercies received, as 
well as in prayer for a genial season 
and an abundant crop. In Japan the 
day is spent in feasting and visiting. 
A curious custom am ong the Chinese 
on New Y ear's day is to w rite riddles 
on slijis of paper, paste them on the 
sides of a lantern aud hang them be- j 
fore the doors, often offering rew ards ! 
for their solution of packages of tea, 
bundles of ll re-crackers, fans or pencils. 
People gather around them and try to 
solve them for sporL On th at day, too, j 
all the shops are closed and no business I 
is done for several days, except the 1 
selling of candies, sw eetm eats and nuts. 1 
The fam ilies collect in their houses on 
New Year’s m orning am i m ake offer­ 
ings to the household gods of rice, veg­ 
etables, tea and wine, w ith incense and 
candles. A fter the "gods” have con­ 
sum ed the spiritual essence of the food, 
as they imagine, the fam ily are a t lib­ 
erty to eat the merely earthly and gross 
rem ains. 
This ceremony over, the day is given 
up to feasting am i letting off fireworks. 
Children and servants receive presents 
from tile heads of the fam ily, gener­ 
ally of money, which, if it consists of 
copper cash, m ust be struug on a red 
string, red being a 
symbol 
of 
joy. 
Among the better classes festivities are 
kept up for fifteen days, and end w ith 
the "F east of L anterns,” w hen every 
variety of shape and style th a t the fer­ 
tile im agination of the Chinese can 
conceive, and paper and bamboo forced 
Into, Is presented in lanterns—round, 
square, flat, men, anim als and mon­ 
sters. Some roll over and over on the 
ground; others, shapcxl like horses and 
coach, trundle about on wheels. Every 
house is brilliantly lighted, and every­ 
body in the street w ith lanterns. And 
w’e m ay well im agine th a t a Chinese 
city is a gay sight a t the end of the 
New’ Y ear’s celebration. 
A t New Y ear’s loyal 
subjects 
of 
England present their sovereign w ith 
gifts according to their means, m asters 
to the servants, and friends and rela­ 
tives to one another. In P aris gentle­ 
men frequently on calling New Year’s 
day present little gifts of choice jew ­ 
elry or gloves done up and hidden in 
pretty boxes of bonbons. I t w as quite 
custom ary, and less than a century ago. 
even in this country, for gentlem en 
w hen calling on New Y ear's day to j

Prayers, reproaches, 
com phi int* arui tears have no effect on 
the fanatic, who explains his reasons, 
speaks of th** future life, of the dead 
who appear to him in his sleep, am i 
even when he is aw ake, calling him to 
them. H is friends, s**eing him thus re­ 
solved. go aw ay to m ake the custom ary 
preparations. A t the end of from ten 
to fifteen days they retu rn to the hut 
of th** Tchuktehi w ith w hite m ortuary 
garm ents and some W’eajxms which 
will by used by the man in th e other 
world to fight evil sj>irits and hunt 
reindeer. A frer m aking his toilet the 
Tchuktehi w ithdraw s into the corner of 
the hut. His nearest relative stands 
by his side, holding in his hand the In­ 
strum ent of sacrifice, a knife, a pike or 
a rope. A fter the sacrifice the assist­ 
ants place the body on a sledge draw n 
by a reindeer, which draw’s it to the 
place of the funeral. A rrived a t their 
destination 
the 
Tchuktohis cut the 
throat of the reindeer, take from the 
dead body the clothing, which is torn 
to locoes, and place the corpse on a 
lighted funeral pile. D uring the incin­ 
eration the assistants offer up prayer 
to the happy in the other world, and 
supplicate these to watch over them 
alai theirs. These horrible practices 
are* followed to-day w ith the sam e ex* 
act ness as in ancient times.

A B ird ’s W eapon. 
Birds, while still in the egg, have a 
sharp, horny spike attached to the 
upper part of tho beak, by means of 
which they aro assisted in breaking 
out of the shell. This prominence be| 
comes opposed to the shell at various 
points in a line extending aU around 
the egg at about one-third of the 
eggs length from the large end. It 
makes a series of little holes, thus 
weakening the sheU, and when the 
chick arrives at a certain stage of 
strength and development it has no 
difficulty in breaking out. 
In the 
common fowl this little weapon drops 
off a day or two after it is hatched, 
but on the pigeon and birds that are 
fed by their parents it sometimes re­ 
mains for two weeks.—Detroit Free 
Press.

An Italian tailor swallowed by mis­ 
take 30 grams of carbone acid. Dr. 
Moreit of Ancona, using a rubber 
catheter, immediately introduced by 
slow degrees into the patient’s stom­ 
ach a strong solution of sulphate of 
soda, which forms with carbolic acid 
a harmless mixture. 
In an hour’s 
time the patient, who had been in a 
most critical condition, began to re­ 
vive. 
Inhalations of ammonia were 
then used to hasten up the process, 
and little by little the poisoned man 
raUied, so that an emetic, followed 
by a dose of lime water, finished the 
cure.—31edical Times.

A DANGEROUS PERSON ARRESTED 
IN WASHINGTON. 


Ale In the Man Who Has Been W rlt- 
inir Tli rente n I ii k 
Letters to the 
President and Oilier Prominent 
Persons—He Make* a Confession. 


Washington, Dec. 20.—Joseph Donjon, 
the ma.n who has been writing threaten­ 
ing letters to a number of prominent 
public men during the last two weeks is 
in jail here. 
He walked into the de­ 
tective bureau of James A. McDevitt 
yesterday afternoon asking for fiod. The 
detective took him in a coffee house and 
had something prepared for him to eat. 
Meantime he questioned him anil learned 
enough to fix his identity. 
He started 
toward the station house with his man 
and on the -way met 
Detective Ned 
Weed on and George Boyd, in whose 
hands he placed him. It will lie remem­ 
bered that a letter from this man to Seu- 
ator Mills a few days ago caused the 
senator’s son, Charles H. Mills, to secure 
leave from the authorities to go armed 
for the protection of his father. 
This 
was the cause of bringing the man’s acts 
more prominently before the public. 
For 
several minths past he ha« been writing 
similar letters to a number of promi­ 
nent public men, among whom were Vice 
President Stevenson, Senator 
Gorman, 
Senator Mills, Senator Sherman, and, as 
the man himself claims, President Cleve­ 
land and Socretary of W ar La moat. 
As 
long ago as during the fight over the 
silver quMtic u in the senate, Vice Presi­ 
dent Stevenson received letters almost 
daily from Donjon, who was then in 
Newark, N. J. 
No attention was paid 
to them and they were consigned to the 
wc*ie basket. The vice president yester­ 
day received one which was dated from 
404 Leigh street, this ciiy. 
A number 
of reporters were at the first preeinot 
station to see the man, and In* talked very 
f eely to all of them. 
Donjon is an 
Austrian by birth and lays stress upon 
the assertion that hr* is a Catholic and 
professes a degree of piety. 
W ith ciu- 
siderable emphasis he denied that he is 
an anarchist or socialist, or ever attended 
nry meetings of those bodies, but con­ 
tends that he was prevented from se­ 
curing employment because he was not a 
member of tin* Knights of la b o r or any 
other labor union. 
As to the letters that 
he has been writing he claims that be 
was incited to write them by other people, 
receiving $190 for doing it. Asked as to 
the character of the persons that did 
tnis, he disclaimed that they were an- 
arehitts, or that they foimed any asso­ 
ciation. 
They w ire merely private per­ 
sons. 
H e al*o denied that there were 
any threats in the letters he had written 
or any references whatever to dynamite. 
“I never saw dynamite, and would not 
know it if I saw it,” he said. 
When 
asked what right he had to compose such 
letters at the bidding of others, he simply 
inquired, “ What right have you to write 
down what I am telling you?” 
“It was simply a business I went into 
to make a living, just as you write new* 
for the newspapers.”

Aimatrong lold his neighbors 
the day his wife died that he could uot 
Ihe with her auy loi ger, and was going 
to leave her.

Ttoey Will Strike. 
Milwaukee, Dec. 2 7 .—A conflict is oil 
between the receivers of the Northern 
Pacific railroad and its employes, includ­ 
ing all the engineers, conductors, firemen, 
trainmen, switchmen and so on. The new 
schedule of wagifs, adopted by the receiv­ 
ers which implies a cut of 5 to 10 per 
cent iu tho employes’ pf~y, was .’ejected 
by the employes’ representative i at a 
roaferonce held in St. Psul with General 
Mi i ag**r Kendrick yesterday, and the 
prospects are that on Jau. 3, when the 
new schedule ia to go into effect, 3,500 
men, employed all along the road, will 
quit work. 
This outcome of the contro­ 
versy was foreseen by the receivers, for 
as early as Dec. 1 9 they applied for and 
obtained from Judge 
Jenkins, of the 
United States court of this city, an order 
authorizing and directing them to put 
into operation the new schedule of wages 
end restraining the employes and their 
uxiirs from "ecmbining and conspiring 
to quit with or without notice the a *rvice 
of the road with the object of crippling 
or em barrasiinr it* operation, and gener­ 
ally from interfering with the officers aud 
agents of the receivers or their employes 
in auy manner by actual violence, intim­ 
idation, threats or otherwise.” 
This in- 
jujuain was held back until to-day, th » 
re« criers having exptcted to arrive at an 
amicable agreement 
When they found 
such an agreement impossible they tele- 
gri phed to their agents and attorneys all 
aim g the line to have the injunction 
served by the Uni ed States marshals on 
proper men, aud to make the injunction 
gu trally known. The order of the court 
restraining the Northern Pacific employes 
from “combining and conspiring to quit 
the service of the road” is an extraordin­ 
ary document. 
It is the first order of its 
kind, it is said, ever issued in the United 
States. 
A aomew'hat similar injunction 
was issued by a United States court in 
Micligan during the strike of the Toledo 
A Ann Arbor employes, but the injunction 
w*a«i issued after the strike was in prog­ 
ress.

'here is a pump that is auto­ 
matic in tction directly connected w ith 
the eng' ■.*.

k wheel on the footboard, so 
that tli 
engineer can steer and a t­ 
tend to the engine at the same time. 
The bo !y of the carriage rests on a 
cradle and three springs. It is easy 
riding, and allowance has been made 
for ev< ry movement. The shafts are 
of steel, 
and can 
stand all of 1,000 
pounds. Mr. Simonds has given the 
steam carriage a trial already and it 
has proved a success. It started off at 
a ten-mile gait; there was no noise, 
smoke or trouble w hatever.—Spring­ 
field Republican. 


How Furniture May be Preserved 
From Tarnishing. 
“W hen your brass bedstead,” said a 
m aker of those things, “begins to show 
any signs of tarnishing, you can send 
it out to one of the repair stops and 
have It newly lacquered for from $3 
to vo. 
It will then look as well as a 
new one.” 
He said it seriously enough, but there 
was something in bis eye that implied 
a hidden meaning in the words. 
Evi­ 
dently lie waited to be questioned and 
he was gratified. 
“W hat is the process for lacquering 
a brass bedstead?” was the question 
asked. 
“Why should I tell you a trade se­ 
cret?” he replied. 
“But I can hardly 
call this a trade secret, because it be­ 
longs to ft dozen trades in common. 
The gasfitter pu^s the same lacquer on 
your brass chandelier that we put ou 
your brass bedstead. 
Your brass pict­ 
ure frames, if you have any, are treat­ 
ed iu the same way. 
Nearly all the 
brasswork, except on shipboard, is lac­ 
quered to prevent corrosion and save 
labor in polishing. 
“The m aterial used is merely gum 
shellac dissolvel iu alcohol. This makes 
a thin varnish, which is applied with a 
paint brush. 
Ten cents* worth will 
lacquer a brass bedstead, and an ordi­ 
nary workman will do the work inside 
of an Lour at u total cost of between 
30 and 40 cents. 


E l e c t r i c W a t e r L e v e l I n d i c a to r . 
An apparatus has been designed by 
Mr. Dieudonue to Indicate the w ater 
level in a reservoir, boiler, etc., at any 
distance by means of electric signals 
conveyed by a telegraph wire. 
A t the 
receiving station, when it is desired 
to know the w ater level, all th at is 
necessary is to complete the circuit 
which has been established betweeu 
the reservoir and the station by press­ 
ing a button. 
This actuates suitable 
electro-magnetic apparatus, and a radi­ 
cal an n is caused to travel over an 
ebonite plate, breaking the circuit a 
num ber of times and indicating the 
position of a circular index •sector and 
float at the reservoir. 
As the angular 
motion of the sector 
always corre­ 
sponds to the rise or fall of the float, 
and as any change in the position of 
either is at once made apparent to the 
operator iu the station, a record of the 
w ater level can be kept with great pre­ 
cision. 


An A r tific ia l L a r y n x . 
A French surgeon has devised, an 
artificial larynx, which enables the pa­ 
tient to speak with air supplied to it 
by means of a pn aimatic appliance 
fastened on bis chest. 
The larynx, 
which is of silver tubing, contains a 
reed which gives a uniform tone to the 
artificial voice. The air pressure is de­ 
rived from two rubber balls, communi­ 
cating together and w ith the larynx 
by flexible pipes, and this a n a ig e m e n t 
is actuated by a collapsing bulb held in 
the hand. The bulbs serve as reservoirs 
for the air, and the other bulb is used 
to till them.

Napoleon has be *n characterized in 
so many different ways by the num er­ 
ous w riters who have studitHl his car­ 
eer that It is not surprising to find him 
described tis a dandy In the recent work 
of a French author. The book is by-A. 
Maze-Sender, and is devoted mainly to 
the household affairs of the Little Cor­ 
sican. 
“It describes in detail.” says a review­ 
er, the luxury with which Napoleon 
surrounded his first extravagant wife— 
who, even after the divorce, could not 
get along on 300,600 francs a year— 
aud his second modest one and his man­ 
ner of living. In reality Napoleon was 
not extravagant, so far as his own per­ 
son was converned. When h<* had him­ 
self crowned as emperor 70,000 francs 
a year were set aside f*»r his wardrobe, 
but he never spent more than 2o,ouo 
francs for that purpose. 
The price of 
his uniform s varied between 200 and 
240 francs, and be wore ihem as long 
as possible, not considering beneath his 
dignity to wear mended clothes. 
In 
rainy and co’.d weather he wrapped 
himself In a simple gray mantle, for 
which his tailor charged him 11*0 francs. 
As is well known, Napoleon preferred 
generally small, homely ha’s, for which 
he paid 48 francs each. 
For the court perfumes, however, the 
em peror was a good customer. 
He usinl incredible quantities of eau 
de cologne, as he considered it not only 
refreshing, but wholesome, and washed 
his body in it every morning. Between 
June and September. 1806, he used no 
few er than 102 bottles of eau de co­ 
logne, paying 423 francs for them. H e 
was also exceedingly fond of the smell 
of the aloe. In 1808 he gave 720 franes 
for 10 ounces of aloe. 
Costly soap, 
four and live francs a cake, he also 
us.d. He was also a good custom er of 
the glovemakers. 
In lKps ho had 4s 
pairs made of deerskin aud 24 pairs of 
goatskin. 
How long these lasted is not 
told, but there were many sim ilar pur* 
chases.

This so-called thistle, says 
the W orcester Spy, is a sp ecie of salt­ 
wort, 
a near relative 
of the tumble 
weed. Seventeen years ago some seeds 
of it brought from Russia iu a package 
of flaxseed were sow n iu the vicinity of 
Scotland, 
S. D. From 
there it has 
spread 
in all diri'ctions until it has 
covered 30,000 square miles in the two 
Dakotas, and has entered Minnesota, 
Wisconsin, Iowa and Nebraska. W here 
once it obtains a foothold ii Likes com­ 
plete possession. The rigid, bulky plants 
often rhake plowing impossible. Trains 
have lieeu stopped by it .and prairie 
tires have been carried long distances 
by it. 
The secretary of agriculture has sent 
the assistant botanist of the departm ent 
to Investigate the damages done by it 
during the current year to the crops of 
the northwestern states. The people of 
these states are alarm ed at the rapid 
advances of this foreign Invader.

Birds, while still in the egg, have a 
sharp, liorny spiko attached to the 
upper p art of the beak, by m eans of 
whic h they are assisted in breaking 
out of tlio shell. This prom inence be^ 
comes opposed to the shell at various 
points in a line extending all around 
the egg at about one-third of the 
egg’s length from the large end. 
It 
m akes a series of little holes, thus 
w eakening th e shell, and w hen the 
chick arrives a t a certain stage of 
strength and developm ent it has no 
difficulty in breaking out.

off a day or tw o after it is hatched, 
but on the pigeon and birds th a t are 
fed by th eir parents it som etim es re­ 
m ains for tw o weeks.—D etroit Free 
Press.

An Italian tailor swallowed by m is­ 
take 30 gram s of carbolic acid.

M oreit of Ancona, using a rubber 
catheter, im m ediately introduced by 
slow degrees into the patient’s stom ­ 
ach a strong solution of sulphate of 
soda, w hich form s w ith carbolic acid 
a harm less m ixture. 
In an hour’s 
tim e th e patient, who had been in a 
m ost critical condition, began to re­ 
vive. 
Inhalations of am m onia w ere 
then used to hasten up the process, 
and little by little tlie poisoned m an 
rallied, so th a t an emetic, followed 
by a dose of lime w ater, finished the 
cure.—Medical Times.
